OTTAWA, April 9.+(CP)—Prices 
Board officials said today that re-

Mr. Glen suggested that the Do-| 
minion could now not establish a 
board, as suggested by Mr. Mac-; 
Nicol, as it would take over juris- 
diction of the provinces, although | 
the Dominion was “deeply concern- 
ed” in the matter and wished te | 
share in the conservation. 

Dealing with another part of Mr. 
MaeNicol’s resolution calling for 
steps to conserve the eastern water- 
shed of the Rocky Mountains, Mr.

The whole question of irrigation 
must be approached from a national 
viewpoint because a well-balanced 
western economy was necessary for 
the well-being of Canada as a 
whole. 

E. G. McCullough (CCF., Assini- 
boia), said that if the country could 
afford $400,000,000 a month for war 
expenditures it could find money 
for projects such as irrigation. 

THE FEDERAL government, he 
said, should not throw the problem 
into the laps of the provinces. It 
should take its responsibility and 
carry out the projects. 

John Blackmore (SC., Lethbridge) 
said the resolution called for the 
setting up of a board which the 
federal government did not have 
power to establish. This had been 
made clear by Resources Minister 
Glen. 

Mr. Blackmore said the gist of 
the whole resolution was the set- 
ting up of a commission which the 
federal government could not set 
up without agreement of the prov- 
inces, 

He was in full support of the ir- 
rigation scheme proposed by Mr. 
MacNicol, However, he could not 
support any attempts of the Domin- 
ion to infringe on provincial rights. 

MR. BLACKMORE outlined the 
value that would be derived from 
irrigation projects on the St. 
Mary’s and Milk rivers which pass- 
ed through his constituency. 

Thomas Reid (L-New Westmin- 
ster) agreed with Mr. Blackmore 
that care should be taken to see 
that provincial rights were not in- 
fringed upon. Too much power was 
being centralized in Ottawa. 

He wished the resolution had 
been broadened to ask the govern- 
ment to consider the carrying of 
surveys and the giving of advice to 
the provinces on what might be 
done in the way of irrigation. 

J. M. Dechene (L-Athabaseca) 
said that only a few efficient and 
well-to-do farmers in Alberta could

Western farmers in particular cannot 
hope to market their products satisfactorily 
unless they can sell largely to outside buyers, 
and outside buyers cannot and will not deal 
except on a basis of exchanging goods for 
goods. They wouldn’t in the past buy for 
cash when they could, and now they haven’t 
the cash.

But what is true of the western farmer 
is now true also of the eastern industrialist. 
He, too, must find buyers abroad. War has 
expanded his capacity to produce, but it has 
not increased the number of home consum- 
ers in any corresponding proportion. 

At present there are scarcities of manu- 
factured goods in the home market, but they 
will disappear in a year or so. When they do 
disappear the manufacturer will either have 
to sell to outsiders or curtail his operations 
--while the overhead on his expanded plant 
runs right along. 

This new community of interest between 
western and eastern producers brightens the 
prospect that our national policy will be 
shaped to encourage export-import trade, 
not to prevent it.

Should the utilities, within reason- 
able limits, be charged for to pro- 
duce a profit over and above re- 
serves and fixed taxation, such 
profit to be devoted to financing 
of other civic services to relieve 
land assessment from some of the 
burdens now cafried, or to meet 
the demand for new services? 

His motion calls for investiga- 
tion of and report on five aspects 
of financial operations of the util- 
ities. 

TEXT OF THE NOTICE of mo- 
tion follows: 

That the utilities committee en- 
quire into and make recommenda- 
tions to council on the following 
matters:

Aldermen Score

to such buildings as are oonside 
ered essential. 

ALD, JAMES H. OGILVIE 
moved that no action be taken in 
connection with the powers con- 
ferred on the municipality under 
the order-in-council, and instructed 
the city commissioners to come 
municate to the Dominion governs 
ment that in the opinion of the 
Edmonton city council its policy 
was entirely mistaken. The resolue 


‘tion was adopted. 


Ald. Sidney Parsons wondered 
why the Dominion government had 
passed on this power to the muni- 
cipalities. He said the governe 
ment had information on materials, 
supplies and manpower available 
that was not known to the muni 
cipalities. 

He was of the opinion the gow 
ernment should have retained con- 
trol of building permits. He con+ 
sidered it unfair that the onus of 
granting or declining a permit 
should be placed on the munici- 
pality, and suggested that the 
order of priority should be set by 
the government, 

“WE KNOW THAT housing is 
needed to provide accommodation 
for returning veterans, but com- 
mercial buildings are needed also 
to permit the employment of these 
veterans,” Ald, Parsons stated. 

Ald. Bisset suggested that the 
reason why the Dominion govern- 
ment had turned the administra- 
tion of priority on building over 
to the municipalities might be the 
number of complaints received 
from municipalities.

At one cent per ton mile rail 


shipping costs in Canada are lower| 


than those of any other country on 
this hemisphere and the cost of 
moving freight by air is approxi- 
mately 20 to 30 times greater, with 
highway transport averaging be- 
tween four and five cents per ton 
mile, it was stated Tuesday in an 
address on behalf of the Railway

“cannot be matched by air or high- 
way transport, even with the ad- 
| vantages possessed by these others 
of provision out of the public purse 
of part of their plant.” 

Answering the frequently asked 
}question of how in any circum- 
|stance other agencies could com- 
|pete with railways in the hauling 
of Canada’s commerce, Mr. Norman 
declared whatever competition ex- 
|isted was due entirely to the nature 
;of the railway freight rate struc- 
ture, 

THIS, HE CONTINUED, is in ef- 
fect a sliding rate scale based on 
the principle of charging no more 
than each traffic can afford to pay, 
rather than the actual cost of mov- 
ing each commodity. 

Explaining the scale structure 
the speaker said one commodity 
|May pay as much as 10 cents per 
jton mile while others move more 
|cheaply at rates equivalent to nine, 
eight and seven cents a ton mile, 
“with finally a commodity such as 
|Alberta’s grain moving at rates 
which work out as low as half a 
cent per ton mile, which is only 
half the cost of moving all commo- 
dities”. 
| In a normal year about 530 per} 
cent of the railways’ tonnage moves, 
at rates below the average of one 
jcent per ton mile, he said. 


ONLY ABOUT 25 per cent moves 


|per cent required moving at a rate 
|sufficiently above the average cost 
to make up for the 50 per cent 
handled at below the average cost. 

He pointed to this rate structure 
as being one of the important fact- 
ors in the movement of grain and 
other basic commodities to the 
Lakehead and the Pacific coast so 
that it could be sold in world com- 
petitive markets at prices allowing 
a reasonable profit to the producer. 

“If highway transport could 


|tee the question of assessment ofjhandle all of Canada’s commerce 


the solution would be simple”, said 
Mr. Norman. All that would be 
needed would be to “turn over all 
the business to them and let the 
railways rot, but the fact is that 
to move all the nation’s land trans- 
port by highway would require the 
services of every wage earner in 
the Dominion—there wouldn't be 
anyone left to produce the goods”. 

AS AN ILLUSTRATION he said 
a fair tonnage train out of Edmon- 
ton could haul 3,000 tons of freight, 
and its movement would be man- 
aged by a crew of five men. 

To handle the same tonnage over 
the highways would require no less 
than 600 trucks, each carrying 10,- 
000 pounds of goods and requiring 
the services of 600 truck drivers,
